The debt of the town has been increased during the finan- 
cial year by adding to it the amount contracted to pay for 
breaking roads for winter of 1899 and 1900, amounting to 
$446.00, and by the highway agent expending $315.90 more 
than the appropriation. The town failed at its last annual 
meeting to raise $87.50 due land damage on Tamworth new

As will be seen by the above statement, while it appears 
~ that the liabilities of the town are $1,325.20 above the assets, 
it should be borne in mind that the bills contracted for for 
breaking roads the present winter, and for printing town re- 
ports are not yet due, and should not properly be considered 
as present liabilities. The amount of money expended by the 
road agents during the past three years, in excess of the ap- 
propriations, being $726.87 in 1897, $269.01 in 1898, and 
$316.91 in 1899, making a total of $1,312.79, if it could have 
been retained in the treasury, would have about balanced all 
liabilities, and left the town out of debt. We recommend that 
a larger appropriation be made annually.

The school district has received from the state, as the 
school board are informed, the sum of 267.80, under an act passed 
January session, 1899, to equalize the school privileges of the 
cities and towns of the state, wherein it is provided that no 


town shall receive any benefit under the same, unless its schools 


have been maintained at least twenty weeks during the school 


year next preceding. In order that the town may receive the 


benefits of the aforesaid act, it will be necessary, in the opinion 
of the school board, for it to raise the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars for the maintenance of its schools the present year. 

The advancement of the scholars in their various studies, 
and the work and discipline of the teachers employed, have in 
the main been very good and satisfactory. We especially in- 


’ vite the earnest attention of parents and scholars to the great 
necessity of punctuality at school, and of constant attendance, 


in order to secure the best essential benefits of our educational | 
privileges, and to save time and unnecessary work for both 
teacher and scholar.
